CULTURAL  GUIDE.  Plant  after  May  the  15th  to 
June  15th  about  6  inches  below  the  surface.  Place 
the  tuber  in  hole  flat  with  eye  turned  up. 

CULTURAL  GUIDE.  Plant  after  May  the  15th.  Mix 
5  lbs.  of  bone  meal  and  1  lb.  muriate  of  potash. 
Bone  meal  may  be  double  if  soil  is  poor.  Two  or 
three  days  before  planting  add  one  half  pint  of  the 
above  mixture  to  each  hole  where  the  tuber  is  to 
be  planted  and  mix  thoroughly  with  the  soil. 

The  hole  should  be  about  6  inches  deep.  Place 
tuber  in  the  hole  flat  with  eye  turned  up,  place 
stake  beside  tuber  and  cover  with  about  three 
inches  of  soil.  When  three  sets  of  leaves  appear, 
pinch  out  the  top,  so  as  to  allow  the  plant  a  chance 
to  branch.  Fill  in  the  hole  as  the  branches  grow. 
Cultivate  at  least  once  a  week  and  as  soon  after 
a  rain  as  possible.  Water  very  little  unless  the 
season  is  dry,  when  buds  begin  to  form  soak  the 
ground  twice  a  week.  Fertilizer  may  be  added 
August  15th.  IV2  lbs.  bone  meal,  4  lbs.  sheep 
manure  and  Y2  lb.  of  muriate  of  potash.  Scatter 
on  the  ground  about  6  inches  from  stock  and  rake 
in.
